The second period opened with the 
Georgia backs shooting bullet like 
passes into the arms of their waiting 
ends* Before the Blue and Gold 
machine could master this passing 
attack it had netted a touchdown for 
Georgia. The half ended, Rollins 
7, Georgia 7. 

The third quarter found the teams 
playing a close defensive game 
which resulted in much punting 
with each team waiting for a break.

The final period opened with the 
ball in Rollins possession on 
Georgia's 45 yard line. Then, as in 
the Mirst period, the Rollins hacks

RUSHING RULES FOR MEN 


Membership and Pledging 
Only regular students are eligible 
to become candidates for member¬ 
ship in a fraternity. 

No man may be initiated in to a 
fraternity unless he has made an 
average grade of C in at least 12 
hours for one full term. 

The regular pledge day has been 
set as Monday, November 22. 

Before pledge day no invitation 
to membership, either written or oral 
may be issued by any fraternity or 
member thereof. 


Bids 

Bids shall be handed in by each 
fraternity to the Dean or President 
who will read in Chapel and have 
alphabetical lists posted on bulletin 


boards of the names of all men re¬ 
ceiving bids. All men receiving bids 
shall report at the Dean's or Presi¬ 
dent's office anti write out the names 
of all fraternities in preferential or¬ 
der, If ft man has a bid from his 
first choice he shall be given that bid 
only, if he has a bid from his second 
choice and none from his first choice 
he shall be given that bid only and 
so on with his third and consecutive 
choices. 

Rush Week 

Each fraternity shall have two 
non-cons ecu tive days of formal rush¬ 
ing and entertainment—in order of 
founding. 

Rushing shall end when each frat¬ 
ernity has had its two days of rush¬ 
ing, after which, until the bids are 
received at the Deans office there 
shall be a period of silence. No 
fraternity man shall approach, hold 
conversation with, nr he in the com 
pany of any non-fraternity man* 
Prior to rush week there shall he 
no rushing or entertainment for the 
benefit of ruslices. However, frat¬ 
ernity men will be permitted to meet 
and associate with non-fraternity 
men on a friendly basis, but all fra¬ 
ternity talk shall be omitted. 

Fraternities may have open houses, 
dances or entertainments which arc 
open to all students; no individual 
invitation shall be written.
